“We, the members of the Farmers’ Institute

“Therefore, be it resolved that the establish- 
ment of an Agricultural College in the immediate 
future is amply justified, and that in the interest 
of agriculture, which interest is paramount in this 
Province, be it further resolved that the Agricul- 
tural College, ablished, be under the eon- 
trol of the Agricultural Department, that it be 
established in a locality separate and altogether 
apart from the University, but that it be affiliated 
with the University.”

“At the afternoon session the question of the location of the 
proposed Provincial Agricultural College was thoroughly 
discussed, At the meeting there were seven or eight agri- 


cultural college graduates, who felt keenly in the matter
